Fftvorites Fare Badly on the Heavy Track— Pimlico 
Horses Much in Evidence in the 
Day's Racinf. 



— Tlilnss apfrear 
fi) 1 h* Iji-eaklni; well for racing here. It was at first 
sii|i|>osc)4 tliat the bookmakers would eueounter a 
storm of criticism on account of tlie decision in the 
Itavis case, but such does not api>ear to be the 
result. Kvcrythlng is going along serenely and both 
the public and the regulars are being educated to 
tin* new system of personal wagering. Tliere Is not 
any difference in the betting as compared with the 
old system, excepting that the t>ookmakers move 
alKHit ami do not confine their operations to any one 
enclosure. About eighty-five did business. Still 
tliere is a lot of complaint from the chalkers of 
odds. Tliey say that it Is Impossible to handle 
much money. The fact that it is hard to get an 
idea of the average price of the market, keeps many 
of tlie heavy bettors from wagering their accustomed 
amounts. 

Most of the favorites today went by the board, 
lint it liardly helped the professional brethren any. 
They lost heavily to Perry Belmont’s El Dorado. 
He was hacked by the heavy bettors as If an 
election was held overnight and from the way Lady 
Vincent ram it certainly appeared to be so. El 
Dorado showeil much the most speed while Lady 
Vincent seemed a laggard of the worst order. Other 
days will come for her. 

Conditions of all sort seemed to put a damtier on 
the day’s sport. In the first place the weather was 
damp, cloudy and threatening, and in the second 
the tremendous rainstorm tliat waged hare all day 
Miinday had turned the track Into a morass of mud. 
This brought a lot of scratches and materially re- 
duced some of the fields. 

It is beginning to dawn on many of the racing folk 
that Pimlico form is sure to cut a wide swath here. 
Ihiriiig the three days’ racing nearly half a ikiz«*n 
horses that raced at that point have lieen returni'd 
winners. Today Bariiigo captured the first. I,iOrd 
Boanerges brought home the purse in the third and 
Ivanhoe was an easy winner in the fifth race. 

Valh*y Fwge would be one of the best steeple- 
chasers in the east if he could be depended upon 
to stay a route. For the second time on a Jockey 
Club course the horse went the entire course with- 
out blundering and for the second time he came 
home a winner. He had no trouble in disposing of 
the jumpers be met and leadiug all the way, won 
easily. 

GINETTE IN WINTER GDARTERS. 

Gillette, the French mare tliat won ten races 
ill succession this year, will soon be instulled at 
Billy Garth’s farm in Virginia. Roy A. Rainey, 
who brought the mare from France, has bought her 
back from Charles T. Henshall and will send her 
to join Horace E., Sir Wilfred and Computer at 
Garth’s farm.

AMERICAN TURF ASSOCIATION PROCEEDINGS. 

At the annual meeting of the American Turf .Vs- 
sociatlon held yesterday In Its offices In the Calile 
Building, all the dlrectws were in attendance. 
Routine matters were the principal subjects under 
consideration and occupied the meniliers’ time most 
of the afternoon. However, several weighty turf 
problems were also discussed, but in an informal 
way. At the cloee of the proceedings Secretary 
Mc.Mllster stated that nothing beyond the general 
routine had been transacted. 

The election of officers consunieil most of tlie 
time. All of the present incumlieiits were re- 
elected. Tliey are M. J. Winn, president; E. Corri- 
gan, vice-preskleut; W. J. O’Brien, treasurer, and 
W. J. McAllister, secretary. 

It was expected that there would be a discussion 
of amalgamation with the Western Jockey Club, 
and possibly steps taken to affiliate both assoi-ia- 
tious. But the subject did not come up for con- 
sideration. 

It was also thought that William T. Sliaiiiioii, 
principal owner of the Essex Park racetrack at 
Hot Springs, would make application for permission 
to conduct a fall or winter meeting, but he tailed 
to do so and simply infm'med the members that in 
the event he deemed it expedient to race at the 
Vapor City track he would make his iuteutious 
known at the next meeting of the association to lie 
held In January and would then apply for the dates 
he desired. 

Dates were allotted to the City Park track at New 
Orleans, and their officials approved. The new 
Crescent City organization will begin its meeting 
om December 10, and race alternately with the old 
track for a period of two weeks for the entire 
season. Tlie officials that are to serve are as 
follows: Frances Trevelyan, presiding judge; Wll- 

iiani J. Shelly, associate judge; G. H. Kuhl, secre- 
tary; Mars Cassidy, starter; J. B. Campbell, clerk 
of scales; W. W. Lyles, paddock and patrol judge; 
W. Norvell, entry clerk. 

' Present at tlie meeting were: M. J. Winn, repre- 
senting the New Louisville Jockey Club; Edward 
Coi-rlgan, Hawthorne and Kansas City; Hon. J. L.

DIFFERENCE IN PRICE OF ADMISSION. 

David Barnes, who made a hasty trip here from 
New Orleans to be in attendance at the annual 
meeting of the American Turf Association, stated 
yesterday that nearly every stall at the new track 
liad been sp<Aen for, and that between 500 and 600 
more stalls that had been built adjacent to the City 
Park track would also be filled by tlie time the rac- 
ing season begins In the Crescent City. The sauie 
conditions, he reports, prevail at the old track. 

In reference to the reported charge of ?1.50 as 
the admission fee to the tracks this winter, Mr. 
Barnes said that the City Park track officials liave 
not, as yet, sanctioned the move. In fact, the first 
hatch of tickets that had been ordered for the open- 
ing days call for a charge of ^!1.00 only. He said 
that everything at City Park track is in first-class 
condition and that racing ixmld be conducted tliere 
at once if it was time for it. He was especially 
enthusiastic over the good condition the steeplechase 
course is in.

Ills father, Peter Weber, who, in his 
time raced good horses over Chicago tracks, is now 
living In New York. 

Cruzados is as fast as ever, as he demontrated 
when he worked a half at Oakland last week in 
;47i. The track, because of the application of a 
sand dressing, is not as fast as it was last year, 
so the workout was decidedly impressive. 

District Attorney Baker, who prosecuted the 
Davis case, attended the Bennings races Saturday 
and had down several w-agers including a winner 
on Angler. From this the bookmakers argue that 
their new methods must be all right in the eyes of 
the law. 

P. Reilly Is at Ascot again, but the death of his 
ennsistent horse. The Huguenot, leaves him only one 
horse with which to begin the season, Ookmel Broos 
ton. Reilly bought The Huguenot for $850 and won 
$2,900 in stakes and pnrses at Seattle during the 
meeting at The Meadows track. 

Charles Kerr, of Bakersfield, Cal., will hold a 
sale of yearlings in ijaii Francisco next uioiitli. At 
least twenty will be offered, including a number of 
goiid-looklng Kismets. Kismet is the sire of Boh 
Ragon and F. W. BaiT. A half brother to 8uu 
Nicholas is among the youngsleis to he sold.
